| about the breaſt and belly, lo that ſhe cried 
| out moſt. miſcrably at the very ioſtave that 
| he had (pcil'd her. Rowever ſhe continued 
alive tewoor three days after, but was furced. 
to lic with her Children-in a coid pitiful H4- 
vel er Dog-kenne), and was all that time in 
a ſad caſe, not able ſcarce to go orltand; 
And fo languiſhing every hour worſe than. 
Sther,ſhe ry died, complaining to the laſt 
of her Lardlords Cruelty, and taking it vp- 
on her death that his Beating of her was the 
occaſion of it z which ſeem'd the more con- 
. firm'd, when the women going to lay the 
Corps forth, found a great pirt of her belly 
black and blue with the bruiſes and: batteries
